ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

ART.  2  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

ART.  3.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  one  year;  a  Town 
Treasurer  for  one  year;  three  Selectmen  for  one  year;  one  As- 
sessor for  three  years  and  one  for  an  unexpired  term  of  one 
year;  one  member  :  : he  School  Committee  :  :  three 
years;  two  Constables  for  one  year:  one  Sexton  for  me 
year;  two  Fire  Wardens  for  one  year;  three  Field  Drivers  for 
one  year;  one  Tax  Collector  for  one  year;  one  Auditor  for  one 
year;  four  Almoners  of  Whiting  Street  Fund  for  one  year; 
three  Fence  Viewers  for  one  year;  one  Cemetery  Commissioner 
for  one  year^ 


ART.  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers  and  to  act  on 
any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting. 

ART.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  town 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money

Library  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield.: 

In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  En- 
field Library  Association,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  quote  from  a  recent 
letter  received  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education, 
Division  of  Public  Libraries :  "Nineteen  libraries  report  a  per 
capita  circulation  of  15  or  more  books."  Enfield  is  in  this  list 
with  24.  We  have  a  gain  in  circulation  over  1935  of  335  books 
and  magazines.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  is 
9,736;  non-fiction,  4,553;  fiction,  3,445;  juvenile,  1,738.  Dur- 
ing the  year,  126  books  selected  from  the  best  of  recent  publica- 
tions were  purchased  and  eight  books  were  presented  by  friends, 
The  Division  of  Public  Libraries  loaned  for  October,  November 
and  December,  25  books  of  non-fiction.  These  were  widely  read 
and  appreciated  by  the  patrons  of  the  library. 

Subscriptions  have  been  renewed  through  Mr.  Robert  E.  Davis 
(a  native  of  Enfield)  for  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  Harper's  Maga- 
zine, Popular  Mechanics,  Country  Life,  Good  Housekeeping, 
Forum,  St.  Nicholas,  Woman's  Home  Companion,  Review  of 
Reviews,  Cosmopolitan,  Ladies'  Home  Journal,  Scribner's,  A- 
merican  Boy,  Scientific  American,  Outlook,  Boy's  Life,  Ameri- 
can Magazine,  National  Geographic  Magazine,  Engineering 
News  Record.  Mr.  Walter  L.  Brown  has  kindly  presented  a 
year's  subscription  to  Today,  a  weekly  magazine. 

Mrs.   William   F.   Lisk   presented   files  for   several   years  of 
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Nature  and  Bird  Lore  magazines,  which  are  a  valuable  addi- 
tion to  our  reference  library.  We  would  express  to  Mrs.  Lisk 
and  other  friends  our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  gifts  ana 
interest  in  the  library. 

As  a  part  of  their  schedule,  book  reports  are  being  given 
monthly  by  the  pupils  of  the  Grammar  School,  books  for  this 
purpose  being  secured  from  the  library.  Pupils  in  Grades  4 
and  5,  taught  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Rugg,  are  reading  books  listed 
by  the  State  and  will  soon  receive  their  certificates. 

The  Directors  of  the  Enfield  Library  Association  take  pleas- 
ure in  announcing  that  Mrs.  Charles  N.  Downing  will  again 
serve  as  our  librarian. 

The  income  from  the  dog  fund  and  the  usual  appropriation 
would  be  appreciated  by  the  Enfield  Library  Association.

Miss  Eekhoff  was  a  very  conscientious  teacher  and  obtained 
gratifying  results.  Miss  Frances  Singleton  of  Leeds  was  ob- 
tained to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  is  doing  excellent  work  with  the 
younger  children.  She  is  also  working  with  the  older  girls  in 
the  Girl  Scout  movement. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Rugg,  teacher  of  grades  three,  four  and  five, 
is  still  doing  her  usual  good  work.  This  is  greatly  appreciated. 
The  hearty  cooperation  of  Mr.  Mario  Ciccone  with  pupils,  par- 
ents and  teachers  is  to  be  highly  commended. 

The  usual  Health  Day  exercises  were  held  on  the  play  grounds 
in  May.  June  saw  the  graduation  of  six  pupils  from  the  grades. 
In  November  the  usual  Educational  Week  was  observed,  to  which 
friends  and  relatives  of  the  pupils  were  invited.  In  December 
a  Christmas  pantomime  was  given  entitled,  "Why  the  Chimes 
Rang,"  from  the  story  by  Raymond  MacDonald  Alden,  ar- 
ranged by  Martha  Race.  The  pantomime  was  beautifully  por- 
trayed by  pupils  from  the  different  school  rooms  and  was  given 
in   the  town   hall.     The   manner   in  which   this   pantomime   was 
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given  speaks  well  for  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  three  teachers. 

Early  in  the  year,  Mrs,  Beaumont,  our  music  teacher,  asked 
for  a  leave  of  absence,  because  of  ill  health.  It  was  granted,  and 
later  she  sent  us  her  resignation.  We  were,  however,  greatly 
favored  in  finding  an  able  successor,  Miss  Elizabeth  Whittlesey, 
of  Amherst. 

Miss  Catherine  Austin,,  our  school  nurse,  was  awarded  a  Hark- 
ness  scholarship  fund  to  attend  Simmons  College  for  four  months 
to  study  Public  Health  Nursing,  and  a  leave  of  absence  for  that 
period  of  time  was  granted  her.  Miss  Catherine  Nichols,  R.  N., 
of  Norwood,  Mass.,  was  chosen  as  a  substitute  during  the  absence 
of  Miss  Austin. 

Many  repairs  have  been  needed  this  year,  both  inside  and  out. 
This  we  have  tried  to  accomplish  with  a  minimum  of  expense, 
and  hope  they  may  prove  to  be  lasting  repairs. 

We  ask  that  the  report  of  the  superintendent  and  all  other  re- 
ports be  carefully  read. 

Our  superintendent,  Mr.  Knight,  you  will  always  find  very 
willing  to  cooperate  in  every  way  possible,  and  we  would  sug- 
gest that  parents  or  guardians  avail  themselves  of  the  opportu- 
nity to  confer  with  him  whenever  an  occasion  for  so  doing  may 
arise. 

The  Committee  at  this  time  wishes  to  extend  to  the  citizens  of 
Enfield  its  hearty  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  cooperation 
and  assistance  in  every  way  for  the  welfare  of  the  schools,  and 
the  excellent  support  given  by  their  generous  appropriation  and 
good  will.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Members  of  the  Enfield  School  Committee 
Enfield,   Massachusetts 
Ladies  and  Dr.  Segur: 

I  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  and  the  thirty-third  re- 
port in  the  series  of  those  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
the  town  of  Enfield. 

As  you  read  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, you  will  note  that  the  work  of  the  schools  has  been  very 
faithfully  covered.  I  do  wish  to  comment  on  the  fact  that  edu- 
cation of  our  young  people  still  is  an  important  function  of  the 
town  government.  This  is  ably  augmented  by  the  town  library. 
To  me  it  is  highly  significant  that  the  town  of  Enfield  should  so 
cheerfully  and  willingly  support  these  institutions  in  face  of  the 
inevitable  fate  which,  like  the  sword  of  Damocles,  causes  the 
body  politic  to  wonder  when  the  end  will  come. 

A  study  of  the  census  data  as  of  October  first  shows  that  we 
have  a  total  of  72  people  in  Enfield  between  the  ages  of  5  and 
16.     A  complete  tabulation  follows: 

Boys  between  ages  5  and  7  4 

Girls  between  ages  5  and  7  9 

Boys  between  ages  7  and  14  28 

Girls  between  ages  7  and  14  23 

Boys  between  ages  14  and  16  5 
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Girls  between  ages  14  and  16  3 

Total  •  72 

For  the  month  of  September  our  total  enrollment  in  the  En- 
field schools  numbered  63.  For  the  same  month  14  pupils  en- 
tered Belchertown  High  School.  The  apparent  discrepancy  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  several  of  the  pupils  in  the  Hign 
School  are  over  16  years  oi  age,  and  some  of  those  between  5 
and  7  were  too  young  to  enter  school. 

Our  school  population  varies  from  year  to  year  as  families 
move  from  town.  It  is  equally  true  that  families  with  children 
come  into  town  and  as  a  result  the  school  population  has  shown  a 
remarkable  degree  of  stability.  The  interest  on  the  part  oi 
parents  and  taxpayers  is  very  encouraging  and  commendable, 
and  parallels  the  stability  of  enrollment. 

The  zeal  and  efficiency  of  the  teaching  staff  is  appreciated; 
and  the  wise  counsel  and  support  of  the  school  committee  is  a 
factor  which  makes  the  work  in  Enfield  a  pleasure.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music 


Mr.  Herman  C.  K?iight 
Belcher  town,  Massachusetts 

"In  power  of  expressing  thought  and  emotion,  music  begins 
where  speech  fails."  Small  wonder,  then,  that  it  is  difficult 
to  measure  or  describe  musical  accomplishment  in  terms  of 
words. 

The  study  of  music  in  the  Enfield  schools  during  the  past 
year  has  proceeded  systematically  as  heretofore. 

In  the  lower  grades,  through  the  singing  of  small  songs  by 
rote,  voices  are  brought  up  to  pitch,  and  training  in  objective 
listening  helps  the  young  singers  to  gain  in  confidence  and  ac- 
curacy. The  "Rhythm  Band"  functions  enthusiastically,  aid- 
ing in  the  development  of  rhythmic  response,  initiative  and 
discrimination. 

In  the  upper  grades  the  chief  aims  are  (1)  the  development 
of  a  good  singing  voice,  (2)  a  knowledge  of  music  theory,  (3) 
ability  to  read  at  sight  and  to  interpret  musical  symbols,  (4) 
independence  in  part  singing,  and,  finally,  (5)  a  knowledge 
and  appreciation  of  good  music. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  for  the  graduating  class  in 
June,  when  the  program  included  music  by  groups  of  children 
from  all  the  grades,  served  as  a  climax  to  the  music  study  of 
that  term.  At  Christmas  time  the  excellent  performance  of 
the  pantomime  "Why  the  Chimes   Rang"   was  accompanied  by 
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songs,  appropriate  to  the  theme,  sung  by  the  entire  school. 

The  earnest  effort  of  the  teaching  staff  and  the  friendly  in- 
terest and  loyal  support  of  the  superintendent  and  school 
board  have  been  greatly  appreciated.

The  following  is  my  report  as  school  nurse  in  the  town  of  En- 
field for  the  months  of  January  to  September. 

Visits  to  schools  51 

Visits  to  home-  24 

Health  inspection  and  health  education  were  a  part  of  the 
daily  schedule  in  the  class  room.  The  teachers  have  at  all  times 
aimed  to  provide  a  healthful  class-room  environment,  checking 
up  on  ventilation  by  means  of  temperature  graphs,  by  seeing  that 
the  pupils  removed  rubbers  and  heavy  outdoor  clothing  and  by 
seeing  that  all  children  were  given  an  opportunity  to  wash  their 
hands  before  eating. 

The  annual  Child  Health  Day  was  observed  this  year  as  a 
play  day. 

The  annual  dental  clinic  was  again  held  this  year  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Red  Cross.     The  report  follows:

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In  June  a  Summer  Round-up  of  pre-sehool  children  who  were 
to  enter  school  in  the  fall,  was  held.  The  object  of  this  physical 
examination  is  to  acquaint  the  parent  o<f  any  existing  physical 
defects  in  his  child  in  order  to  enable  him  to  have  any  remedia- 
ble defects  corrected  before  the  child  enters  the  first  grade.  Six 
children  were  eligible  to  attend  the  Round-up.  Five  attended. 
Dr.  Segur  gave  the  physical  examinations,  assisted  by  the  school 
nurse.     Notices  of  the  defects  found  were  sent  the  parents. 

In  September  the  annual  Chadwick  Follow-up  Clinic  was  held. 
Three  pupils  were  given  physical  examinations  and  were  X- 
rayed  at  Belchertown.  They  all  showed  normal  improvement 
and  one  was  discharged. 

The  annual  physical  examinations  were  given  in  September  by 
Dr.   Segur. 

Notices  of  the  defects  found  were  sent  to  the  respective  par- 
ents. 

There  has  always  existed  in  Enfield  a  close  spirit  of  cooper- 
ation among  the  teachers,  pupils,  parents,  school  committee, 
Mr.  Knight,  the  superintendent  and  Dr.  Segur,  the  school 
physician,  when  health  was  the  issue.  Such  a  condition  makes 
for  the  ideal  physical  and  mental  growth  of  our  school  chil- 
dren.

One  child  has  been  fitted  to  glasses  by  Dr.  Murphy  in  Pal- 
mer. The  child  is  wearing  glasses,  which  are  helping  her  a 
great  deal. 

The  school  physician,  the  teachers  and  parents  have  all  been 
very  cooperative  in  helping  the  health  program.
